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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. For example only, 

Claim 1 is indefinite because the phrase "the jaws are relatively movable so as to 
vary the size of the crushing chamber" appears to be inaccurate given the teaching in 
the specification and the illustrations in the drawing [it appears that only jaw 12 is 
movable]. 

Claim 1 is indefinite since all that the applicant considers to be encompassed by 
the phrase "a set interconnected jaw plates is provided for at least one of the jaws and 
is arranged so that at least some of the jaw plates form at least part of the facing 
surface of the jaw " cannot be determined. Additionally, the phrase "jaw plates being 
movably mounted on the jaw" is confusing since it is not clear which jaw the applicant is 
refereeing to. 

With respect to claims 2-4 and 10: claims appear to be method step in product 
claim. It is not clear how the method is intended to further structurally limit the product? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Keiper (2,736,503). 

Keiper discloses in Fig. 1 , a jaw crusher having two jawsl and 1 1 which define 
an upwardly open crushing chamber for receiving crushable material and a discharge 
opening between the lower ends of the jaws for discharging crushed material, in which: 
the jaws are relatively movable so as to vary the size of the crushing chamber and apply 
a working action and a relieving action on the crushable material; each jaw has a 
durable facing surface which is engagable with the crushable material; and a set of 
interconnected jaw plates 18 being movably mounted on the jaw forming an endless 
array which is guided to move along an endless track 19 and a double toggle linkage 14 
and 15. 

Should Keiper be later deemed not to meet claims 1-10 because Keiper does not 
disclose the jaw plates 18 being movably mounted on the jaw, this would have been 
obvious modifications by one skilled in the art once the basic apparatus was known 
since providing a crusher with a movable wear plate is well known in the art and of no 
patentable merit (see foe example the cited reference to Wagley 3,691 ,942).
